Perhaps
you have had an opportunity to take some time off from your social work
endeavors to enjoy the wonders that Alabama has to offer, or to venture
further afield for some rest and relaxation. As social workers we all
engage in some serious and important work and it is occasionally a good
thing to take some time to recharge our batteries.

The Board has been busy since | last wrote, having held three
meetings. Brenda Holden’s return as Executive Director has helped the
Board to become more productive in its work and she is a valuable part of
what we do.

During the last six months, Board members have spoken in several
professional venues and had an opportunity to interact directly with a
number of licensees. In March we moved our regularly scheduled meeting
to Jacksonville and were able to speak to a large group of social workers.
The Board has established work groups to address the issues of impaired
social workers and defining ethics content for continuing education. As a
result of these efforts we were able to adopt content guidelines for social
work ethics that meets our continuing education requirements. Addressing
matters related to impaired social workers is more complex and we are still
considering how best to approach that. Impairment by social workers is a
public protection issue and we are trying to balance alternatives that reflect
effective public protection with human treatment of licensees. Among
other considerations, we are examining how similar professions address
impairment for their licensees. We implemented a new website within the
last year and it not only has a more contemporary look but seems to be
working well.

The Board has integrated new members LaShea Cobb-England (district 7),
Amy Smith (district 4), and Valerie White (district 3). They have all
provided valuable contributions from their first meetings. There will be

However, with change comes opportunity. New Board positions will be open for appointment in the
fall. 1 strongly encourage you to take the time and volunteer. If we really believe in social work and the
clients we serve, it is important for us to step up and serve the broader community. Serving on the Board is
rewarding work and a great opportunity to learn about what we do.

Active, Inactive, Reactivation, Reinstated (What-!?)

It's possible you have seen the new forms on the website for paper renewals. You now have choices. You can
choose - Active, Inactive, Reactivation or Reinstated.

If your license is active and you are simply renewing, you would just check the “Active” box and complete the
renewal process as usual. If you are inactive and you do not plan to practice social work in Alabama you can
select the “Inactive” box and pay the registration fee and complete the paperwork as usual.

If you are currently inactive and you wish to return to the practice of social work between renewal cycles then
you would complete the form and mark it “Reactivation”. You will also need to be sure that you are reporting the
correct number of CE hours to reactivate your license. Its 15 hours for each year the license has been inactive,
with the max being 45 hours. Of these hours 35% must come from classroom programs. You will need to
complete the renewal form and pay the reactivation fee of $75 (this is the difference between the inactive fee of
$25 and the renewal fee of $100)

The newest option you can select is “Reinstated”. One of the changes to the Administrative Code which went
into effect October 2014 allows the ability to reactivate an expired license for up to five years after expiration.
This choice is the most costly. The fine attached to reinstatement is hefty— at $500 and you also have to pay the
$100 renewal fee. You would also need the CE hours — 30 hours for the 1* year and 15 hours for each following
year with the max being 90 hours. Again 35% of the makeup hours must be classroom.

Regular renewals and registration of inactive licenses can be done on the website but reactivation and
reinstatement can only be done through the paper forms due to the extent of the various CE hours needed and
fees to be paid.
